In the course 
of remarks the President will refer to a 
Project that has been inaugurated to erect 
a statue to the Marquis de Lafayette in 
Paris. A bill has passed the Senate author- 
izing the appointment of a committee of 
five to arrange the details, and the meas- 
ure probably will be taken up in the House 
tomorrow. 

When the matter was laid before the Pres- 
ident he was so well pleased with it that he 
framed the bill himself and requested Sen- 
ator Thurston to push it through the Senate. 
It is proposed to erect this statue with the 
Proceeds of a subscription limited to one 
cent to be contributed by the school chil- 
@ren of this country. The statue will cost 
$250,000, and is to be unveiled on “ United 
States Day.“ July 4, 1800. 

The President wished to give the scheme 
offictal recognition, and has consented to 
act as Honorary President, and will

YOUNG ATTORNEY AT DUBUQUE, 1A. 
VICTIM OF A MYSTERIOUS CRIME, 
William 0. Lavake Assassinated While 
at Work in His Office and John Me- 
Geary, with Whom He Had Legal 
Trouble, Is Arrested Charged with 
the Crime—Prisoner Identified as 
the Man Who Left Lavake’s Office 

Immediately After the shots. 


Dubuque, Ia., March 15.—[{Special.]—A 
prominent young attorney of this city, 
William O. Lavake, was assassinated in 
his office, torner of Seventh and Main 
streets, shortly after 5 o’clock this evening. 
People in the vicinity heard several shots 
fired, but were unable to locate them. At- 
torney Frank Jess in a moment or so crossed 
the street and entered Lavake's office, to see 
him om business. Jess found Lavake lying 
on the floor at his desk dead, and imme- 
diately gave the alarm. oq 

Investigation showed that the dead man 
had received four wounds, one 
through the head, another in the throat, 
one in the body, and one through his right 
hand. Just after the shooting Attorney Tom 
Paisley saw a man come out of Lavake’s 
office and go up the street.

There seems scércely any doubt for the 
belief that President McKinley has made 
up his mind to recognize the independence 
of Cuba, and that this step will soon follew 
upon the report of the board of inquiry, 
whatever that may be. Recognition of ine 
dependence need not necessarily be fol« 
lowed: by armed intervention, in case Spain 
does not view the proclamation as a hostile 
act. The President could easily recognize 
independence without assuming to enforce It,

Floating Hospital Is Wanted. 


Surgeon General Van Reypen of the navy 
went to Newport News today to look at the 
steel v owned by the Plant line, which 
be pro to convert into a floating hos- 
pital. This ship is 400 feet in length and is of 
about 3,000 tons displacement and is ad- 
mirably adapted for the purposes suggested 
ty Dr. Van Reypen. The naval constructor 
at Newport News, Mr. Woodward, will make 
a report on the cost of the equipment. The 
steamer has abundant space below decks, 
practically an entire deck being available 
As a ward. Several hundred sick and wound- 
ed could be accommodated. The ship will 
fly the flag of the Red Cross association and 
will be free of attack. Dr. Van Reypen pro- 
poses to have two or three such ships. The 
hospital vessel will not be bought by the 
government until there is actual war or until 
the situation is in such a condition as to 
hostilities something more than 
able. 

The Qregon, when it leaves San Francisco 
on its trip around to the north Atlantic will 
have a new commanding officer. The pres- 
ent Captain, A. H. McCormick, has been 
condemned by a Board of Survey and will be 
detached from the battleship. The new com- 
manding officer will be Captain C. B, Clark, 
one of the best known officers of the service. 
The vessel will depart in about a week, pos- 
sibly within five days, if the ammunition, 
projectiles, and fuel can be put on board. 
Extraordinary efforts to that end are being 
made by the crew and the employés of the 
Mare Island navy yard, and the force is at 
work night and day getting the ship ready 
for tts long cruise. The opposition to the 
departure of the Oregon increases and every 
day brings telegrams from firms and indi- 
viduals on the Pacific coast, who represent

yards. In the event of war it will be neces- 
sary to fit out tugs, small steamers, and 
fast craft generally with torpedoes for use 
under the naval reserves. This must be 
done at the nearest navy yard in each case. 
The constructors are arranging for this 
work and everything is in readiness for 
doing the work of furnishing the equipment 
at other places than Newport. 

The Navy department will probably se- 
lect either the Ohio or El Sol as an en- 
gineering repair ship. The vessel will con- 
tain all sorts of tools necessary to the re- 
pair of injured ships of war—planers, lathes, 
bench vises, slotters, drills, and the smaller 
material which form a completely equipped 
floating machine shop. It has been arranged 
to take the tools required from one or more 
of the yard-shops when the ship is fitted out 
so that there may be no delay in the equip- 
ment, and replace the withdrawn machinery 
by purchases in open market. The cost of 
fitting out such a ship will be fully $30,000. 
There has never been a vessel of this kind, 
although arrangements were made for a re- 
pair vessel during the Chilean excitement. 
The scheme progressed so far that the Ohio 
was pressed into use and partly equipped. 
Either the Ohio or El. Sol is admirably 
planned for this purpose. 

The purchase of material for naval 
ordnance is being made rapidly by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. A contract 8 let 
to the Bethlehem company for fifte@n four- 
inch rapid fire guns, the first of such 
weapons to be built outside of the Wash- 
ington gun shops, where the facilities are 
being utilized to their fullest extent. 

Guns for the Auxiliaries. 

Extra forces of workmen are on duty 
night and day on the guns intended for the 
auxiliary cruisers, and there is some talk 
of placing an order at the shops for 100 four- 
inch guns. This would mean contracts for 
steel for two or three of the Pennsylvania 
companies, which furnish that material 
to the army and navy gun factories. Some 
of the contractors who hold provisional or- 
ders or who have submitted bids are anx- 
ious that the accounts be passed upon. 
There are a number of contracts now await- 
ing the signature of the heads of the War 
and Navy departments on authority from 
the President, who nominally disburses the 
funds der the $50,000,000 emergency ap- 
propriation. The Quartermaster General 
of the army will let contracts in a few days 
for an additional supply of equipage and 
camp supplies, amounting in all to $350,000. 
Schedules of the articles desired are now in 
course of preparation. 

The fund for the relief of those depend- 
ent upon the victims of the Maine disaster 
is steadily growing. It amounts to $11,000, 
with every prospect that it will equal $15,- 
000 by the end of this week. The commit- 
tee, of which Mrs. John D. Long is the 
head, has been hard at work, and will short- 
ly take steps to distribute the contribu- 
tions. Paymaster General Stewart of the 
navy, whose wife is treasurer of the fund, 
will probably have much to do th the 
actual disbursement. He is amply qualified 
for this task, having charge of the finances 
of the ce. | 

The auxiliary cruiser St. Louis will sail to- 
morrow on its regularly scheduled trip, and 
probably will have among its passengers 
Lieutenant Commander W. H. Emory, who 
will command it should there fe necessity 
for pressing the vessel into service. The 
Navy department people take this precau- 
tion lest war should be declared before the 
St. Louis returns to this country, in which 
event Mr. Emory will assume immediafe 
command, and bring the ship back for equip- 
ment. Both Commander Brownson and 
Commander Emory, the former being on 
board the St. Paul, have been warned to 
see that their ships are out of British ports 
whenever the situation becomes more war- 
like than it is at present even.

will be able to turn over to it the torpedo 
boat Rodgers next Saturday. 

The new cruiser Amazonas, to 
present plans, will be manned entirely from 
the San Francisco. That vessel sailed at 6 
o'clock this morning from Lisbon and will 
arrive in the Tyne about Friday. It is ex- 
pected that it will divide its officers and 
crew with the Amazonas, placing Lieutenant 
Commander Arthur P. Nazro, executive of- 
ficer of the San Francisco, in charge of the 
latter vessel. Without doubt the Amazonas 
will be gotten across the ocean as soon as 
possible, and it is expected that the San 
Francisco will convoy it. 

The War department is greatly disap- 
pointed and annoyed at the dilatoriness 
shown by the contractors who have under- 
taken to construct the new fortifications 
along the coast. The department has deter- 
mined not to submit to further obstruction 
in prosecuting the work undertaken, but 
will do the work itself and refrain from 
entering into contracts. 

Bids were opened in the Quartermaster’s 
office of the War department today for trans- 
porting some of the artillery batteries that 
are to man the fortification works recently 
completed. The batteries for whose move- 
ment proposals were received include the 
following: 

Battery L., Fourth Artillery, from Fort 
McHenry, Md., to Fort Delaware; Battery 
I, Fourth Artillery, from Washington, D. C., 

to Fort Mott, near Fort Dela- 
ware; Battery E, Fourth Artillery, from 
Fort Monroe to Sheridan’s Point on the 
Potomac; Battery I, Second Artillery, from 
Fort Monroe to Fort Caswell, near the 
mouth of the Cape Fear River; Battery F, 
First Artillery, from Fort Monroe to Tybee 
Island, Ga.; Battery I, First Artillery, from 
Fort Monroe to Fort Morgan, Ala. 

The Pennsylvania railroad received the 
contract for transporting the batteries from 
Washington.to Fort Mott ang Fort McHen- 
ry to Fort Delaware. 

Other batteries that are to be moved as a 
result of the recent orders to man fortifica- 
tions are: 

Battery C of the Fimst Artillery, from St. 
Augustine to Sullivan's Island, Charleston 
harbor; Light Battery B, Fourth Artillery, 
from Fort Riley, Kas., to Jackson Barracks,

F, Fifth Artillery, from Fort Riley to Sa- 
vannah, Ga.; the light battery at Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex., to Galveston; Fifth Artillery, 
two batteries from Fort Slocum to Fort Han- 
cock, one battery from Fort Wadsworth to 
Fort Hancock, and one battery from Fort 
Hamilton to Fort Hancock; Second Artil- 
lery, one battery from Fort Adams to Long 
Island Head. | 

Inspired by the war sentiment prevailing 
in many parts of the country officers of 
State militia organizations have been in- 
quiring of the War department as to allot- 
ments of arms, ammunition, etc. There is 
an annual appropriation aggregating about 
$400,000 allotted among the militia of the 
several States according to their numerical 
strength, and the money granted may be 
expended for any branch of the service de- 
sired. That feature which has received some 
attention lately relates to the artillery field 
pieces, only a few States having been sup- 
plied with this necessary adjunct to success- 
ful military service. The militia organiza- 
tions as a rule have been satisfied with the 
ordinary Napoleon 12-pounder brass cannon, 
which fires a solid, ball, but their use has 
been almost entirely discarded in the reg- 
ular army. Of late years New York, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Vermont, Utah, and a few 
other States have been furnished the new 
field artillery pleces used by the War de- 
partment in its service. The officials are 
prompt to accede to the requests of the mili- 
tia organizations if their allotment of the 
annual appropriations made by Congress is 
not exhausted, but in the absence of any 
money on Hand to the credit of the States, 
no equipment of any character can be given 
them. The artillery strength of the State 
militia o ons in time of peace is 
four field pieces and in time of war six 


pieces. 
r tive J. W. Stokes of Sout 
received a letter from General 
Joseph L. Stoppelbein, commanding the 
First Brigade of South Carolina Cavalry.

ioe Navigation bureau of the Navy de- 
rtment is receiving reports of the re- 
sults of the efforts making at the various 
recruiting stations to obtain men for the 
navy. Twenty boys have been received on 
board the receiving ship Wabash, at Bos- 
ton, and thirty more will be enlisted in a day 
or two. All will be transferred to the train- 
ing station at Newport. Owing to the lim- 
ited accommodations there, however, the 
department has not been able to progress 
as rapidly as it desires in enlisting boys. 
So far the Columbia is about 200 men short 
of its full quota of 402, but it is hoped that 
the necessary men, mostly firemen and coal- 
passers, can be secured in the course of a 
very few days. 

A good deal of encouragement was creat- 
ed at the Navy department today by a re- 
port from the Capitol that a majority of the 
Naval Affairs committee is disposed to sub- 
stitute six battleships for the three pro- 
vided for in the pending naval appropria- 
tion bill. This number is supposed to repre- 
sent about the normal capacity of the three 
Ship-bullding concerns in this country that 
are able at present to undertake the con- 
struction of battleships.

CARLISTS READY TO RISE.

London, March 15.—[Copyright, 1898, by 
W. R. Hearst.)—Dispatches from corre 
spondents in all capitals of Europe indi- 
cate that Spain is making frantic efforts 
to farm a combination of the great powers 
against the United States. It is actualiy 
bankrupt, and cannot procure any addi- 
tional means of fighting, and what little 
money it has on hand is being spent to cor- 
rupt newspapers in France and elsewhere 
on the continent to create public senti- 
ment against America and givea formidable 
appearance to its diplomatic manipulations. 
It is a fact well established that Austria 
has taken sides with Spain, and that Ger- 
many is also sympathetic, but, as the Mar- 
quis di Rudini has already said in an inter- 


view, the voice of the Italian people is in. 


favor of Cuban independence, and so far 
Spanish diplomacy has been unable to in- 
duce the triple alliance to take any other 
than a neutral attitude. The correspondent 
at Rome telegraphs that there was a confer- 
ence yesterday between Visconti, the Ital- 
lan Minister of Foreign: Affairs, and the 
Spanish Ambassador, Fava, at which the 
threatened conflict between Spain and the 
United States was discussed. It is likely, 
if it is not already settled, that Italy will 
propose the nomination of an international 
committee, composed of five European ex- 
perts, to make a new inquiry into the cause 
‘of the Maine disaster. | 

This proposition depends upon the willing- 
ness of the United States and Spain to sub- 
mit the matter to such a committee and the 
willingness of the powers to take part in ft. 
It is believed that inquiries are being made 
at the various capitals on the subject. 


Russia Is Becoming Hostile. 


The Russian newspapers are developing a 
tone distinctly hostile to the United 
States, and I have it from several com- 
petent sources that the French general 
— insist that France cannot afford to 
abandon any small European power outside 
ot the triple alliance. It is true that Han- 
otaux only a few days ago ridiculed the sug- 
gestion that France in the event of war 
would: actively assist Spain, but there can 
be no doubt that the military chiefs can 
overrule Hanotaux. If the United States ts 
to strike a blow it must be struck quickly 
while Spain is busy on the continent and the 
continental press bribed by Spanish agents 
is doing all in its power to turn sentiment 
against America. A new tone seems to 
pervade British official circles, and grad- 
ually a policy of friendship for the United 
States is being developed. 8 

No responsible British statesman will 
speak on the subject, but it is a fact that 
both the Queen and the Prince of Wales and 
the court generally regard the present as 
a good time to emphasize the desire of Great 
Britain for an alliance with the United 
States. The British press generally has 
printed the report that Queen Victoria has 
sent assurances of her personal sympathy 
with the American government, and it has 
not been denied anywhere. The only doubt 
expressed has been in French subsidized 
newspapers, who are plainly responding to 
Spanish influences, but in England the re- 
port stands uncontradicted, and the state- 
ment made by Sir Arthur Ellis shows how 
deeply the Prince of Wales feels the need of 
an Anglo-American alliance. 


Balfour Friendly to America. 


With the retirement of Lord Salisbury 
the conduct of the British foreign policy 
is now in the hands of Balfour, who has 
more than once recently expressed himself 


in private in a way to indicate his personal | 


friendship for the United States. It is easy 
to telegraph rumors about the purchase of 
ships in Europe by Spain, because Spanish 
agents are willing to spread the story, but 
every effort to trace the stories to their 
source shows that they emanate from Spain 
one side and from men who have arms, 
ammunition, and other war supplies to sell 
to the United States, and are apparently 
assisting a ring, of ship-owners to hurry 
the United States into inconsiderate pur- 
chases, Every bank of any importance in 
England and France denies that Spain has 
any money with which to purchase ships. 
The Chilean government and Brazilian gov- 
ernment, through the mouths of their Min- 
isters in England, indignantly deny that 
they have any ships for sale. The truth 
seems to be that the war material ring has 
simply succeeded in inducing McKinley to 
send agents abroad to investigate the situ- 
ation, and be put in a position to buy war- 
ships should there be any for sale and in 
danger of falling into the hands of Spain. 

I know as a matter of fact that the whole 
story about Spain's purchases of warships 
was started in London by a man who has 
war material to sell to the United States, 
but I cannot print his name, because he 
communicated the story originally in con- 
fidence. Search where you may, and all 
stories of this kind lead back to the neigh- 
borhood of this man. Every indication shows 
that Spain is endeavoring to promote some 
continental scheme of arbitration. 


Spain Knows It Is Hopeless. 


There is not a man in Spain whose opinion 
is worth printing who does not recognize the 
hopelessness of war with the United States 
and every day increases the strength of the 
armed Carliste, who are ready to take the 
field when the present Spanish dynasty in- 
trusts itself to war. Don Carlos is anxious 
for war, because it is bound to end in the 


opportunity which he seeks to place himself 
upon the Spanish throne. I have talked 
with many Carlists in England and they all 
agree that while Don Carlos would not take 
the fleld against the Queen Regént at the 
beginning of a struggle with the United 
States he would without doubt attempt to 
overthrow the throne in the inevitable event 
of defeat and would have a majority of the 
Spanish people with him. Sagasta would 
de glad to resign now but for the fact that 
there is no man strong enough in the Con- 
servative party to be intrusted with the di- 
rection of affairs in the presnt crisis. ö 
Emperor Francis Joseph for Spain. 

New York, March 15.—A copyrighted Lon- 
don cablegram to the Evening Post says: 

The general English comment on the 
Vienna news that Emperor Francis Joseph 
is leading a crusade among the continental 
powers on Spain's behalf that this was 
only to be expected from the family ties, 
the Queen Regent being an Austrian Arch- 
duchess, while religious ties all encourage 
Austrian sympathy with Spain. Moreover, 
there is the Empéror’s well known dread 
of the possible future consequence of Amer- 
ican intervention in European affairs. 

All that is known in well informed quar- 
ters here suggests that both the Austrian 
and the German Emperors would go great 
lengths to prevent an outbreak of war be- 
tween America and Spain. | 


DAVITT ON ENGLAND'S MOTIVE. 


He Says the Object Is to Gain America’s 
Favor for Its Effect on the 
Eastern Question.

I— The following statement by Mich- 
ael Davitt gives his views of England's et- 
fort to curry favor with the United States 
at the present time: The English attitude 
on the American-Spanish crisis is influenced 
by two most selfish motives. First, she jeal- 
ously dreads any conflict which might ex- 
hibit the republic as a strong rival naval 
power and which would call forth at this 
juncture the great, potential military 
strength of the Unjted States. Secondly, she 
wishes by means of a cheap and insincere 
expression of sympathy with the United 
States in the quarrel with Spain to obtain 
in return the invaluable prestige of Amer- 
ica’s sympathy in a possible struggle with 
Russia in China. To this end men and news- 
papers, ordinarily most anti-American, as 
over the Venezuela difficulty, are now trying 
to impress France and Russia, America’s 
tried friends in the past, with the idea that 
an alliance between England and America 
is possible of attainment. Such an alliance 
if formed, while England is distrusted in her 
motives and policy by every other civilized 
nation, would destroy the great moral in- 
fluence which the United States as a non- 
aggressive and non-grabbing power wields 
throughout the world. The sympathies of 
the ruling classes of England are really 
with Spain; they are as hostile to America 
today as they were in the days of Washing- 
ton, Jackson, and Lincoln.“ a 
It was assured at the United States Em- 
bassy today that there was no truth in the. 
report circulated that Ambassador Hay is 
hurrying home owing to the crisis over Cuba. 
Ambassador Hay’s two months’ leave ex- 
pires this week, and he is now on the way 
from Venice to resume his duties. 
The view generally obtains tonight thut 
the Americo-Spanish relations are fast ap- 
proaching a grave stage. Telegrams from 
Madrid indicate great excitement and un- 
rest. | 


REPORT EXPECTED THIS WEEK. 


Member of the Cabinet Discusses the

Washington, D. C., March 15.—" The gen- 
eral expectation of the members of the 
Cabinet,” said one of them after the meet~ 
ing today, is that some report will be re- 
ceived during the present week from the 
court of inquiry examining into the cause of 
the Maine explosion. Let,“ he added, it 
would not be surprising to us if the report 
should be delayed for a longer time. We 
have nothing on which to base this hope 
that I know of, only the feeling seems gen- 
eral that what I have said will be the case. 
There is nothing at hand as yet to indicate 
what will be the nature ot the findings of the 
court. 

Today our time was occupied in a gen- 
eral discussion of the measures under way 
for the national defense, notably in regard 
to the acquisition of new vessels of war.

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy se- 
cured the contract for transporting one of 
the batteries to Fortress Monroe. The route 
will be over the Union Pacific, Burlington, 
Big Four, and Chesapeake and Ohio roads, 

The Kansas, Fort Scott and Missouri will 
transport the battery destined for Fort 
Jackson, New Orleans, over its own line, 
the Union Pacific, and the Illinois Central, 
The same road secured the contract for 
transporting the battery ordered to Savane 
nah, the Union Pacific, Memphis and 
Birmingham, and the Georgia Central com- 
ing in for a share of the business. The 
three contracts aggregate $6,000. 

The railroads are under contract to make 
the start from Fort, Riley at noon today, 
Each battery wil require one Pullman, two 
ordinary coaches, three flat cars, four stock, 
and six baggage cars. The average bid for 
the haul from Fort Riley to Fortress Mon- 
roe was $2,000 for men and freight: te 
Savannah, $1,500; and to New Orleans, 
$1,000. First-class rates are charged for 
the officers and second for the men.

STRIKE“ PAY DIRT ” IN CHICAGO. 


Gold and Silver in the Old Wilde 


Building Floors to Be 
Mined. 


| 

Chicago prospectors have discovered that 
there is rich pay dirt at the northeast 
corner of Madison and State streets, and 
have staked out a gold and silver mining 
claim covering 75,000 square feet in what 
is left of the old Wilde Building on that 
corner, which is now being remodeled for 
new tenants. If the “ cleanup” proves as 
rich as the assays it is estimated that at 
least $10,000 in gold and silver will be real- 
ised from the old wood, dirt, and rubbish on 
the second and third floors. — 
For the last twenty-one years gold and 
silver have been accumulating on the third 
floor of the building, where the Juergens 
& Anderson company’s jewelry manufactur- 
ing establishment has been located. The 
third floor has become so saturated with 
precious dust that it has leaked through 
the cracks upon the second floor also, and 
both these floors are to be taken up, scraped, 
and, if necessary, burned, to get out the gold 


The first test for pay dirt was made 
several days ago, when a miner with a steel 
scraper went over two square feet of the 
third floor, and discovered that a few min- 
utes’ scraping yielded something like 82 
Other parts ot the floor were found to assay 
just as high, and the members of the manu- 
facturing firm decided to fit out a prospecting 
party to work at home. The wood in the 
third floor factory has not been removed in 
the twenty-one years of its occupancy. N 
regular eweepings, which are sent to an 
assaying firm at Providence, R. I., bring as 
high as $600 a barrel. 

For 4 hardwood floor, as this one is, the 
“dirt” is said to be remarkably rich. Old, 
softwood floors in Eastern jewelry factories 
no larger than this one have been known to 
net $15,000, but it is not expected this one 
will prove such a rich. strike.“ The gold 
and silver lost in making jewelry is always a 
big item with the manufacturezs, | :

Intimates That England’s Claims to 
Suzerainty Are Denied in His 
Recent Answer. 


Pretoria, March 15.—A widespread sensa- 
tion has been caused b 
Former Chief Justice Kotze, while address- 
ing a deputation on Sunday, that when the 
case of Mr. Brown, the American engineer, 
with claims against the Transvaal govern- 
ment pending in the courts, was awaiting 
judgment, subsequently given in his favor, 
President Kruger in an interview with him 
(Judge Kotze) threatened him with dismissal 
unless he obeyed the Volksraad resolution. 

At a special session of the Volksraad today 
President Kruger declared Judge Kotse's 
statement false and said: “ The devil him- 
self never spoke a greater lie.“ 

Having given his version of the mat 
President Kruger, turning to the political 
situation, said that the people were jealous 
of the country’s independence and the prog- 
ress it was making. No one knew what 
was going to happén, but they must stand 
The government, he declared, 
had repliedgto the British dispatch, and the 
reply would be published directly. He knew 
that it had reached the hands of Mr. Cham- 
berlain. President Kruger concluded his 
speech by exclaiming: “‘ We shall show that 
we are a government.” 

His declaration left the impression that 
the government's reply denies the British 
claims of suzerainty. 

Judge Kotze has published his notes sup- 
porting his statement as to the interview 
with President Kruger.. 

He declares that he regards himself as 
still the Chief Justice of the Supréme Court 
until properly tried. He will first appeal to 
the people for redress, and if that fails him 
he says he is bound to prosecute his rights 
in other quarters and to appeal to the 
Queen's government.

There is a general consensus of state- 
ment in Washington dispatchew that there 
is a treacherous movement on foot in both 
the House and the Senate looking to an 
immediate adjournment, and that the move- 
ment has the strong support of some of the 
confidential friends of the administration. 
If this be true there will be general inquiry 
among the people: What does it mean ?

Has he multiplied the 
power of Spain in his frightened imagina- 
tion a scorefold? Are the “ defensive” 
preparations which are being made now to 
go on until the rainy season and the yelldw 
fever season begin in Cuba? And is thean- 
nouncement to be made then that until win- 
ter is past and dry weather comes next year 
no aggressive step can be taken to call per- 
fidious Spain to account? Is that the 
scheme Wall street is working out in the 
White House? How much is all this Han- 
na’s work? 
At the time when McClellan was claiming 
the rebels outnumbered him two to one they 
had less than half his force. That was the 
fact. But the people, knowing no better, 
believed McClellan and waited patiently 
for a long time. President Me Kinley can- 
not claim, however, that Spain is superior 
to the United States in fighting men, war 
vessels, or money, or resources, or com- 
pares in any respect. It is notoriously a 
weak, insignificant power compared with 
ours. Why then is there so much fuss and 
feathers to put this country in a state of 
defense or offense, while nothing is being 
done to attack and punish Spain and drive 
her out of Cuba? 8

WHY I8 THE NAVAL REPORT DELAYED! 

Why is the report of the naval court of 
inquiry, begun a month ago, so long de- 
layed? It has been stated without contra- 
diction, and apparently officially, that it is 
ready, and that McKinley knew its findings 
long ago. 

Then why is it not presented and made 
public? What is the object of all this con- 
cealment, deception, and delay? Is it with- 
held so as to give the government more time 
in getting the defenses of the country into 
an adequate condition for war?

He has not 
once intimated that this great eountry was 
so weak as to be unable to maintain its own 
honor and self-respect and to resist attack 
from a contemptible, barbarian foreign 
power. Hence this country would like to 
know not only what this naval report actu- 
ally is but why it is so delayed. If Mr.

The gain of a few seats in the Council by 
the traction companies will enable them 
to curry out their schemes before the 
Council adjourns for the summer vacation, 
and deprive the city treasury for half a 
century to come of the revenue—amount- 
ing at this time to three millions a year-~it 
should receive for the use of the public 
streets by the companies. 

But those seats cannot be gained with- 
out the consent of the voters. Do they 
intend to give that consent and thus de- 
prive themselves of all the benefits they 
would receive if the city had the revenue 
whieh the companies should pay it? With 
that revenue the police force could be in- 
creased, while now it is being cut down. 
The streets could be kept clean. They 
could be better lighted than they are.

Reindeers as Mail Carriers. 

“Though the principal relief expedition 
has been abandoned the federal government 
is going to find good use for the reindeer 
that recently passed through St. Faul on 
the way to Alaska.“ 

John P. Clum made this comment yes- 
terday at the Windsor Hotel. 
is chief of the division of inspectors and of 
mail depredations in the Postoffice depart- 
ment. He will start today over the Great 
Northern road for Seattle. From there he 
will go to Alaska to establish mail routes 
and to make the best possible arrange- 
ments for supplying the territory’s increas- 
ing population satisfactory postal facili- 
ties. Referring to the reindeer he added: 

“They will be driven and tended by their 
old Lapland friends. These men have in 


mails for the Stockholm and St. Petersburg 
governments, and are familiar with the usc 
of reingeer for that purpose, We shall no 
doubt use the deer to a large extent in mov- 
ing the Alaskan mails through the territory. 

The animals will be divided among three 
expeditions. One expedition will take the 
Dalton trail—entirely overland, of course— 
from the vicipity of Dyea to Dawson City. 
This party will carry in such supplies and 
medical stores as seem to be needed. After 
reaching Dawson the party will turn about 
and explore the Tanana district, south of 
Circle City, in American territory, where 
gold is said to be plentiful. The second and 
third expeditions will proceed to Prince Wil- 
liam Sound, 300 miles west of Dyea. From 
the sound one expedition will start up the 
Copper River and explore it thoroughly. 
The third expedition will go still farther 
west to Cook's inlet, and will then try to 
work its way overland to the northeast into 
the Tanana country. There it will aim to 
join the first expedition that came by way 
of Dawson.

Gas Inspector Severely Beaten by 


Three Italians. 


POLICE QUELL THE TROUBLE. 


A riot occurred at the Seventeenth Ward 
polling-place at 124 North Green street ves- 
terday afternoon between Gas Inspector 
Maurice O' Connor's forces and a crowd of 
Italian laborers opposed to him, supposed 
to be backed by the Ryan faction. A riot 
call was turned in and during the rest of the 
day a reserve force of police was held in 
readiness. 

During the melee Frank O’ Keefe, 244 Ful- 
ton street, was cut in the cheek by a knife, 
but not seriously injured. Fences and doors 
were pushed down and other property de- 
stroyed before the two factions had finished 
settling their physical differences. 

The feeling of the Italians toward O’Con- 
nor and his followers was extremely bitter, 
and later in the afternoon three of them, 
led by Phil Vittelano, 115 Indiana street, 
gave him a drubbing. The struggle took 
place inside a small hallway, and O'Connor 
Was severely beaten by the Italians. He 
was thrown around the narrow space with 
such force that a portion of the wall fell 
through. The Italians continued to kick 
and beat him until the police rescued him. 


Start of the Trouble. 

The Ryan people were first to arrive and 
formed a line before the door of the polling- 
place before it opened. A few minutes later 
O'Connor and his men arrived. They ob- 
jected to waiting their turn and insisted 
— neg voting at once. Then the trouble be- 

an, 

The O'Connor men formed a second line 
and what followed was more like a football 
game than anything else. Both lines swayed, 
pushed, and sawed with the police and each 
other until at last both dissolved in a mis- 
cellaneous struggle, with the leaders urging 
their men to stand by what they insisted 
were their rights. It was at this juncture 
that the police reinforcements arrived and 


comparative quiet was restored. 


When the riot outside had been dissolved 
into two large crowds of angry men it was 
discovered that the doors of the polling place 
were still closed, and the judges inside were 
in a wordy argument almost as heated as the 
physical differences outside. They failed 
to agree upon some of the sections of the 
law, and it was after 2 o'clock before the 
doors were finally opened. The excitement 
continued all day, in spite of the efforts of 
the police, and late in the day they were 
again called upon to subdue an excited 
n, who was flourishing a revolver. 


Police Keep Near Polls. 

Captain Rehm, who responded to the first 
call in person, was close by that portion of 
his district all afternoon, and had a large 
detail of men ready to quell any further vio- 
lence. The leaders kept in the background, 
but each factional Captain urged his follow- 
ers to oust the others, and the disturbance 
virtually amounted to an attempt at an old 
time capture of the primary. The prompt 
action of the police prevented this. 

There was also trouble at 272 North Hal- 
sted street and at North Carpenter street 
and Grand avenue. Several fights took 
place at these polling places, but no arrests 
— made and nobody was serio in- 


READY TO HEAR OF VIOLATIONS. 


Lawyers of of One Hundred 
Expected to Get Complaints from 
Tenth and Seventeenth Wards. 


George L. Douglas and Lawrence P. Boyle, 
Republican and Democratic attorneys 
respectively for the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, will be at headquarters in the First 
National Bank Building today for the pur- 
pose of receiving complaints of violations of 
the primary law at any of the polling places 
yesterday. It was said last evening that 
several cases would be reported from the 
Tenth and Seventeenth Wards, and wher- 
ever the evidence shows a deliberate infrac- 
tion it is the purpose of the committee to 
begin prosecution. During the afternoon 
Secretary Easly had about twenty calls 
over the telephone for explanations as to 
whether certain things could, under the 
law, be done. 

Judge Carter and Election Commissioners 
Raird, Stimming, Keenan, and Attorney 
Wheelock were at the rooms ot the board 
all day receiving complaints and furnishing 
advice regarding doubtful points in the law. 
Hundreds of charges that the law was being 
violated came in over telephone wires. In 
each instance the board sent a representa- 
tive to investigate. In a majority of cases 
the. charges were found to be of a trivial 
nature. 

The first complaint received was from thé 
First District of the Seventeenth Ward, 
where the police were called upon to quell 
a disturbance before the polls opened. Here 
the judges and clerks, it was reported, re- 
fused to receive ballots for an hour after the 
polls opened. Voters were freely challenged 
by the opposing factions. 

In the Fourth District of the Tenth Ward 
the judges refused to let voters see the bal- 
lot-box, and for a time ballots were received 
through the window of the polling place. 
This was quickly stopped, and the room 
thrown open so voters could go inside to 
cast their ballots. 

Word came from the First District of the 
Tenth Ward that many voters were being 
challenged, and that ballots were being re- 
ceived at the rate of eight an hour, The 
Election board to 
warn the judges cle 

eed ns ne was made that in the Second 
District of the Seventeenth Ward voters 
were put out of line and challenged without 
cause to delay matters. A similar report 
came from the Fifth District of the Tenth 
Ward, Many complaints were made that 
candidates had posted advertising placards’ 
in and about polling places in violation of 
the law. In every instance the objectionable 
placards were ordered taken down by the 
Election board. The provision of the law 
requiring ticket peddlers to keep 100 feet 
from the polls was, according to reports, 
flagrantly disregarded in nearly every ward. 

Two gold Democrats were challenged 
when they cast their votes by Frank J. 
Kllerane, ene of the delegates elected on 
the Town ticket. They were Allan C. Dur- 
borow, 548 West Adams street, and Dr. 
Leonard St. John, 530 West Monroe. Both 
were at the Second Primary District pollin 
place, 114 Ogden avenue. Both men insist 
upon voting and their ballots were placed in 
the box marked “ protested.” The grounds 
of the challenge were that both men voted 


for McKinley last fall.

A change in the pit situation was fair 
sized purchases of July by brokers, believed 
to be under clique orders.

Stocks contributed a good deal of strength 
during the day, but weakened about noon 
and wheat became easier with them. This 
firmer tone early and the weaker one later 
were also a feature of all the outside grain 
markets, New York being e to de higher 
at one time.

Wheat Still Coming Out. 

Receipts at all Northwestern points con- 
tinue heavy. Yesterday there were 252 cars, 
against 250 cars the corresponding day last 
year. While the increase has heretofore 
been much greater than this, the figures 
prove that far larger quantities of wheat 
are coming into Northwestern receiving 
points.than have been figured on by believers 
in higher prices. Not much stress is laid 
on these facts by the trade generally, but, 
nevertheless, they are cutting nnn 
figure in price conditions. 

Light receipts of hogs—15,000, where 24,000 
have been estimated—made a fairly steady 
opening in provisions, but early prices were 
not quite sustained, the close showing a 
loss of from 2%c to Se in pork. Lard and 
ribs were relatively stronger, both showing 
a slight advance.

Representatives of the Transconti-

New York, March 15.~[Special.]}—Repre-

this city as far as Niagara Falls. 

After being in session nearly all day an 


adjournment to tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o'clock was asked for and granted. It was 
stated that such a request would not have 
been made had not there been a likelihood 


of an agreement being reached. 


At today’s meeting there were present 
General Passenger Agents, from practically 
every important railroad in the country, the 
trunk line, Joint Traffic, Central, and West- 
ern Passenger associations all being repre- 
sented.
